Gentlem  en, 

The  following  very  condensed  report  contains  many 
satisfactory  statements,  notably  relative  to  the  progress  made  in 
converting  sanitary  conveniences  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  utility  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  demonstrated  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  Table  on  page  27  which  shows  that  out  of  every 
100  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  treated  there  since  the  Hospital  opened 
in  1800  only  2  died,  as  against  5.5  treated  at  home.  For  Diphtheria 
the  figures  arc*  0.58  and  26.4,  and  for  Typhoid  Fever  18.50  and  40 
respectively.  The  home  treated  eases  generally  are  of  the  better 
class.  The  most  dangerous  cases  are  commonly  sent  into  Hospital. 

The  changed  conditions  of  “to-day  ’ — largely  the  result  of 
direct  purposive  work  against  infant  mortality — are  evidenced  by 
the  incidence  of  “Summer  Diarrhoea.  Only  t  wo  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year  under  review — with  a  single  death.  In  the  olden 
days — a  score  of  years  ago- — such  small  figures  would  have  excited 
very  great  surprise.
